Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant indicated that the examiner of record was not available 
and that the six month date to respond was approaching. Applicant indicated that it appeared that all the rejections of 
record were addressed, except maybe some 1 12 second issues that he hoped to resolve by examiners amendment. 
Upon review of the prosecution, it was not apparent that only 112, 2nd issues remained based on the arguments 
provided in the 1 12 rejections, specifically, it appeared that claims to any variant even 5 or 10 amino acids would be 
subject to the 1 12, 1 st rejections. However it was agreed that certain claims were not included in the basis of the 
rejections so did not appear to be part of the rejection. It was agreed that prosecution would be re-open to make the 
history clear. It was also agreed that if simple matters were remaining that could be addressed with simple 
amendments the attorney would be contacted. Accordingly the finality of the previous office action is withdrawn.
